City Manager Richard G. 
Manley was instructed by the 
Upland city council last night to 
investigate steps required to 
have a census made of the com- 
munity’s population. 

The city manager. estimated 
Upland’s population has increas- 
ed fyom 1000 ty 1500 since the 
United States governemnt cen- 
sus was taken in 1940. 

Many cities, he declared, are 
taking a census this year to re- 
celve increased gasoline tax al- 
lotments. The. state, he said, 
assigns gas tax money to cities 
on the basis of its latest census 
figure and since the gasoline 
fund remains the same, Upland 
loses money to cities with later 
census figures when this city’s 
population figure is based on 
the low 1940 census.

The Advertising Department 
printed up a “Preview Presenta- 
tion’ with pictures, charts, etc., tell- 
ing of the larger proportion of small 
fruit that dealers must sell after 
mid-June if they are to maintain 
their orange volume. Each of the 56 
Sunkist District Sales Managers 
then showed this preview to the 
wholesalers, chain store produce 
buyers and voluntary group produce 
managers in his territory. 

Their response has been remark- 
able. During the last two months 
these men, along with the Sunkist 
Dealer Service staff and the men in 
the District Sales Offices, have 
worked hard to carry out the next 
step—selling the retailer. 


They’ve explained the problem 
and how to meet it, and have sup- 
plied new Sunkist display material 
—big cards and banners that say: 
“Juicy Small Oranges Best Buy Now 
-.. Buy A Big Bag Full.” 

Meanwhile the Advertising De- 
partment has been busy on the final 
step of the plan—selling the public. 
This involved preparing two sep- 
arate national advertising cam- 
paigns, one to appear early in the 
season when the normal-size cen- 
tral-northern valencias were in the 
market, the other to break the min- 
ute the small-size southern fruit got 
moving. i 

This second campaign carries a 
big display of the words, “Juicy 
Small Oranges Best Buy Now.” It 
tells housewives how good these 
oranges are, why bigger ones can’t 
be had, and repeats the suggestion 
to“Buy A Big Bag Full.”
